WHEREAS, The California Teachers Association celebrates
“Read AcrossAmerica’ and the positive impact it has madein the
schools and the State of California; and

WHEREAS, “Read Across America’ is a national celebration
of reading that promotes literacy and adult involvement in the
education of pupils, and will be celebrated on March 1 in honor
of Dr. Seuss's birthday; and

WHEREAS, The theme of this year's event, “Reading Takes
You Places,” reminds children of all ages that learning to read is
fun and one of the most important things they will learn to do; and
